DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 4-1 1 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 5, is " the pressure sensor " (lines 1-2) really lowered below the level of 
that same "pressure sensor" (first occurrence, line 3)? Also, "the other point in time" 
lacks antecedent basis. 

As to claim 4, "the other point in time" lacks antecedent basis. 

There is an unnumbered claim, which likely should be labeled claim 22 in any 
subsequent amendment. 

Claim 23 is non-elected, as it's directed to a system for "controlling" (line 2, claim , 
23) a pump. Note that claim 23 may have been grouped with non-elected Group IV, a 
system to control a pump, in contrast with Group I, whose correct pressure value may 
only be used as a display. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Bowne employ a level sensor 60 to control a pump, but the 
sensor signal is not corrected as called for in claims 1 and 14. Also, the pump is not 
"submersible" as called for in claims 1 and 14.
